Korte's brother borrowed an air­ 
plane fiom a friend to take two 
of his own friends for a pleasure 
flight over Washington late Sat- 
rday afternoon.

Jana i-ucia i)eletj, a beauty 
not of noble birth, ami their marriage 
atter a wild dash by automobile to es­ 
cape the disapproval of the Prince’s 
brother, King Carol, was reported 
here Monday. 
The mayor of the village of Tohan, 
near Bttzeu, was compelled by the 
Prince to perform the ceremony Sun­ 
day, the reports said. As soon as the 
King learned of the marriage, it was 
added, he ordered all records of the 
ceremony destroyer! and the Bucharest 
government issued a denial that any 
marriage had talc en place. 
Second Son Of Marie 
Prince Nicolas, second son off the 
Dowager Queen Marie and by reputa­ 
tion one of the fastest motorists in 
Rumania, burned the highways and 
country lanes at breakneck speed for 
125 miles in order to reach the village 
before he could l>e frustrated by the 
King, said the reports which came 
from border sources. 
The mayor well knew that he should 
not perform the ceremony without 
authorization from the king. 
But as 
he was confronted by the determined 
prince and the slim and dark-haired 
Companion, he felt that he could not 
decline the honor, so he nervously tied 
the knot. 
Recovers Senses 
As soon as the prince and his bride 
had jumped back into the car and dis­ 
appeared down the road in clouds of 
dust, the mayor recovered his presence 
of mind and frantically leaped to the 
nearest available telephone to call 
Bucharest. 
“I married 
Prince Nicolas, who 
made me do it,” the mayor shouted in 
excited Rumanian. 
The words were reported to Itave 
thrown Bucharest court circles into a 
panic. 
The bride is also known as Mine. 
Dumicrescu, which was her name be­ 


fore her divorce from the son of a 
former cabinet minister. 
She and the 
prince met romantically—and charac­ 
teristically for Nicolas—on a motor 
highway, where the beauty was in dis­ 
tress with a puncture which she could 
not fix. 
She was rescued by none 
other than the king’s brother, who hap­ 
pened by in his speedy roadster. 
Carol Refuses 
Tier slender, dark beauty and fiery 
eyes attracted Nicolas from the first 
moment. 
But when he made up his 
mind that be must marry her and 
went to the king for royal assent, his 
brother flatly refused to sanction a 
wedding. 
Prince Nicolas, reminding 
Carol flat it was he whom the king 
had to thank for his dramatic and tri­ 
umphant enthronement in June, 1930, 
turned on his heel and departed an­ 
grily. 
The quarrel was prevented from de­ 
veloping into an open breach through 
the mediation of Finance Minister 
Argetoianu, but observers in court 
circles predicted that Prince Nicolas 
Sooner or later would make another 
attempt to realize Ids romance.

U. S. Intervenes to Put 
End to Illinois Milk War 


Springfield, 111., Nov. 
IO (AP)— 
Southern Illinois’ two-month milk 
war. replete with slugging^, destruc­ 
tion of property and terrorism in 
general, appeared Sunday night to j 
have ended by intervention of the 
United States government. 
The cause of the dispute—friction 
between an 
association 
of 
dairy 
farmers and a St. Louis milk com­ 
pany—remains unsettled, but coun­ 
ty and state authorities said they 
believe the actual warfare has been 
effectively stopped. 
To Federal Judge Louis Fitzhen- 
ry was given credit for halting the 
actual rioting. 
It was he who is­ 
sued a permanent injunction 
re­ 
straining the embattled farmers and 
milk-truck drivers from further vi­ 
olence. 
The disorders started last August 
shortly after the Pevely Milk com­ 
pany opened negotiations for a new 
contract under which the Sanitary 
Milk Producers association, with a 
membership of about 7,500 dairy 
farmers in 
Illinois. 
Missouri and 
Iowa, was 
to furnish the 
Pevely 
company with milk. 
The farmers objected violently to 
the contract, charging it gave the 
distributing company the right to 
fix prices at which milk was to be 
sold. The Pevely company replied 
with a charge that the milk pro­
